0*  accommodation  was  very  bad,  201  men  bein^  accoiaxduted  in  each 

hut  of  12C  foot  by  Id  foet.  T*  t  huts  wero  oach  of  two  floors  end  the 
only  places  a  xn  could  stand  upright  •.crc  in  tho  kun-jway  running  dorm 
tho  middle  cr  on  tho  extreme  cd,  c  of  tho  uppor  floor.  There  were  no 
separate  huts  for  eating,  recreation  or  any  other  purposes, 

10.  For  several  ivonths  after  I  went  to  HhVELOCIT  R0.J)  C..IP  no 
arran^uxnts  for  repair  or  replacement  of  boots  and  clothin^,  which  wore 
out  very  rapidly  under  tho  working  conditions,  existed  in  either  CWnp. 

11.  ’.Torkinp,  conditions  were  very  severe.  Frequently  i  received 
roports  of  prisoners  who  had  been  struck  by  their  Juards.

13  •  jwdical  stores  were  in  short  supply'  during  all  the  tine  I  was 
Gcnior  British  Officer  in  these  camps;  thoro  was  no  udequate  hospital 
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uccoi.modation  or  equipment,  o.a*  1.0  bods  wore  provided  and  the  hospital 
consisted  of  the  nonrx.1  at  tap  hut  described  above*  Tfco  worst  cases  v;ore 
taken  to  CIL'J’GI  C-hP  Hospital  but  transport  vrus  not  regularly  provided 
ovon  for  them#"?
